The Parcel Post. 
There hoe been much discussion 
concerning the recently establish• 
lished parcel post and notwith­ 
standing that for months the prêts 
of the country hae been printing 
columns of “ dope” on the ques­ 
tion there ia yet much misinforma­ 
tion and lack hi Information on 
the subject. Every day packages 
are dropped into the local omce 
that do not bear distinctive parcel 
po«l «tempi end do “° ‘ •'»¿•‘J1* 
senders return eddress.

I believe I speak advisedly when 
I g?.y that that the parcel post law 
is the most bénéficient act that her 
b*en passed by (’ongresss in 5t 
years. 
Very few laws are passed 
for the benefit of many people. 
Most laws that are passed are for 
the benefit of a few people and arc 
necessary on account of location 
and condition, but the parcel post 
law effects everybody. AH persons 
patronize the parcel service either 
by sending goods or by having 
goods sent tc them. In eithsr event 
the individual pay the freight. 
Postal 
Officials 
have long 
known that the old price as postage 
based on a fiat rate, was unjust 
and have for many years tried to 
get the rates properly adjusted, 
but largely owing to the influence 
of great express companies all 
legislation looking to a cheaper 
rate has been defeated. 
Many merchants and other in* 
habitants of small towns and vil­ 
lages have been the alhes of the 
Express Companies because they 
were scared by the cry of “ mail 
order houses.” 
The Parcel^ Post 
law under the ‘ zone system 
will 
not hurt any one and will be a 
benefit to the small town and cross 
road* village. 
The merchant who 
first realizes the advantages of­ 
fered to hie cuitomer who gets 
his mail on a rural route out of 
this office or even at a post office 
in 50 miles cf here and adjusts his 
business accordingly will profit by 
the benefits to his customer gamed 
from the passage of the parcel 
post law. 
Instead of üaying 16 cents a 
pound as was formerly the rate, a 
package weighing 11 pounds may 
be delivered on any route out of 
this office for 15 cents. 
Eleven pounds f~>r less than was 
formerly charged for one. 
The parcel post rate 
is not 
cheap for distances over 150 miles 
except for very small packages 
weighing around 2 pounds, and if 
you desire to send a package ft 
great distance it would pay you to 
carefully investigate the different 
methods of transportation. While 
this office is not an encyclopedia 
of parcel post information we are 
looking for an opportunity to ex­ 
plain the little we do 
know 
about it. 
Don't be afraid to ask 
queations for fear they may be 
silly. 
The chances are that the 
one you want to ask has already 
been answered 100 times. 
In fact, 
we are offering a reward for some 
one ingenious enough to ask a 
new one.
